DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 08/10/04 and 06/24/04. 
Claims 1-14, 22-45 are pending in the application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15, 22-45 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination fails to fairly show or suggest the 
claimed invention of base claims 1, 12, 22, 29, 35 and 36 comprising, among other 
limitations, a novel and unobvious limitation of a control circuitry coupled with the buffer 
and configured to generate a plurality of packets having different amount of 
communication data received from the buffer without introducing interruptions in the 
speech samples by switching among buffers, structurally and functionally 
interconnected with other limitations in a manner as recited in the claims. Dependent 
claims 2-11, 13-14, 23-28, 30-34 and 37-45 further limit base claims 1, 12, 22, 29 and 
36, respectively.
